discussed in the continental press and 
he wishes to assure the press of this 
country that nothing but his conviction 
of the mill! ray importance to this coun- 
try of suppressing 
these 
movements 


would have .led him to issue instruc- 
tions -which placed the press of this 
country under a temporary disadvan- 
tage."

PARIS, Aug. 18, 3.25 p. m.—"In all the actions of the past few days," 


says a despatch from the. front, "the Germans have suffered serious losses, 
our artillery having demoralizing and frightful effects on the enemy . 


"We have conquered the majority of the valleys of the Vosges upon the 


slope of Alsace, from where we will soon attain the plain. 


'To the south of Saarburg in Lorraine, forty miles east of-Nancy, the 


enemy had organized in front of us strongly fortified 'positions held by 
heavy artillery. 
The Germans retreated precipitately and our .cavalry 


pursued them.

LONDON, Aug. 18, 10 a. m.—A despatch to tho Chronicle from 


. !amsterdam says that refugees from Viz arriving from Maastrich reports 


that Viz was burned over a second time on Saturday night. It is alleged 
that the Germans vowed tho destruction of tho city because shots ;which 
killed several Germans were fired there, though tho inhabitants insist that 
the firing was by accident on the part of the victors.
